2. The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claims 1 , 2, 7, 8 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT and 
because the subject-matter of claims 3-6 does not involve an inventive step in the 
sense of Article 33(3) PCT. 

1 . The document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this 
document): 

A method of automatically analysing the structure of a software system (§51 and 
fig.5-501), comprising the step of using an automated software tool to determine the 
dependency depth level of each of several executables (record number of 
dependencies for each module, §69, §70) and to then partition the system by 
organising the executables into their respective dependency depth levels (sort 
modules into dependency order, §86 and fig. 14).
